Cockpit recordings of Fiight 1549 reveal tension, but coolness under pressure

Just before he ditched into New York’s Hudson River last 
month, the pilot of US Airways Flight 1549 calmly radioed to 
air traffic controllers, “We’re going to be in the Hudson.” 

The audio recordings, released Thursday by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, reflect the initial tension between 
tower controllers and the cockpit and then confusion about 
whether the passenger jet went into the river. 

Pilot Chesley “Sully” Sullenberger has told FAA 
investigators he glided the plane into the river rather than 
risking a catastrophic crash in a densely populated area. All 
155 aboard survived. 

The trouble began moments after Flight 1549 took off on 
Jan. 15. 


AIRCRAFT: “Hit birds, we lost thrust in 
both engines, we’re turning back 
to LaGuardia.” 

CONTROLLERS, TO LAGUARDIA 
TOWER: “Tower, stop your departures, 
we got an emergency returning. ... He 
lost all engines, he lost the thrust in the 
engines, he is returning immediately.” 
AIRCRAFT: “We’re unable. We may end 
up in the Hudson.”

Mother speaks out

Angel Marshall said she kissed her 10 -year-old son 
goodbye before he left for his Evanston school, confi- 
dent he would return later to do homework and enjoy 
dinner with his family But the 5th grader never made 
it home.

Todd Smith, Marshall’s lawyer, 
said the medical examiner’s ruling was “a rush to a 
decision.”

Pot scandal In sumo world 


TOKYO Sumo wrestlers with pot bellies, 
yes. Sumo wrestlers with pot? Now that’s 
harder to grapple with. 

In the past six months, four wrestlers have 
been kicked out of the ancient sport for 
allegedly smoking marijuana, creating the 
biggest drugs-in-sports scandal that Japan has 
ever seen. 

Although three of the wrestlers who have 
been expelled from the sport were from 
Russia, the arrest last week of a 25-year-old 


Japanese athlete, who goes by the ring name 
of Wakakirin, for possession of marijuana has 
raised concern that use of the drug may be 
more widespread than originally thought. 

In Japan, sumo wrestlers are not seen as 
athletes in the way that baseball or tennis 
players are. A photo of U.S. swimming star 
Michael Phelps with a marijuana pipe got wide 
play in the media here, but nowhere near the 
consternation of the sumo scandal. 

The sting of the busts in sumo— which only 


recently introduced doping tests— was made 
all the worse because of the breakdown in 
Japan’s still relatively drug-free environment. 
Marijuana use, in particular, is rising rapidly 
despite a stiff punishmen— up to five years in 
prison for possession. 

More than being simply a drug issue, however, 
the scandal has been amplified by the fact that 
it involves one of the world’s oldest and most 
tradition-bound sports— and one that is solidly 
rooted in religious purification ritual.

In a case that pitted an International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers union local 
against a central Jersey town, the high court 
ruled unanimously that the rodent is protected 
speech under the ist Amendment. 

“The township’s elimination of an entire 
medium of expression without a readily available 
alternative renders the ordinance overbroad,” 
Justice John E. Wallace Jr. wrote for the court. 

The super-sized rat, sitting on its hind legs 
and bearing fangs, is a national symbol used by 
organized labor to signal a labor dispute. It had 
been blown up and displayed at a 2005 labor event 
in Lawrence Township until police enforced a law 
that bans banners, streamers and inflatable signs, 
except those announcing grand openings.

Attention, single, heterosexual men: If you 
went on a date with Drew Barrymore, you’d 
probably call her back, right? 

Right? 

OK, it’s not really a serious question. 

Is it? 

“Oh yeah, totally,” said Barrymore, one of 
the stars and an executive producer of “He’s 
Just Not That Into You” director Ken Kwapis’ 
romantic dramedy that opens Friday “I’ve 
drunk at the fountain of rejection many times, 
I was even broken up with by the same guy 
twice, I was beside myself I was a mess my 
friends had to clean up. Of course, it was easier 
the second time,” 

In other words, rejection is a universal expe- 
rience, Still, the viewer wants to conclude that 
“He’s Just Not That Into You” is science fic- 
tion-given the romantic intrigue that unfolds

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From *Star Wars’ geek 
to Hollywood player

After “Return of the Jedi” in 1983, Ernie Cline 
and his fellow self-confessed “Star Wars” geeks 
had to wait 16 tormenting years for “Star Wars 
Episode I: The Phantom Menace.” And then 
you know how that turned out. 

Maybe the patience he learned helped 
Cline wait ii years to see “Eanboys,” his first 
screenplay finally hit theaters. Maybe. 

Cline admits there were times he thought 
his script— about a cancer-stricken “Star 
Wars” fan and his friends in 1998 on a quest to 
break into Skywalker Ranch and steal an early 
cut of “The Phantom Menace”— was deader 
than Jabba the Hutt. 

“Eanboys,” which finally opens Eriday is 
Cline’s affectionate, self-mocking ode to 
geekdom. Or as one of the film’s producers, 
actor Kevin Spacey told George Lucas, it’s a 
love letter to “Star Wars.” Lucas agreed. He 
let Eanboys shoot at Skywalker Ranch. Eor 
Cline, that was geek heaven. 

“I got to go with the director to Skywalker 
Ranch, and we finished the movie at 
Skywalker Sound,” he says. “That was what 


Ed always dreamed of” 

Getting to Skywalker was one thrill of 
many Cline already had seen his very personal 
first film script go before the cameras with a 
host of current hot actors, including Kristen 
Bell, Seth Rogen and Dan Eogler. 

Even better for a true fanboy the movie 
boasts a Millennium Ealcon load of clas- 
sic geek-world superstars in cameos: Carrie 
Eisher (Princess Leia), Billy Dee Williams 
(Lando Calrissian), Jason Mewes and Kevin 
Smith (Jay and Silent Bob) and even William 
Shatner (Capt. Kirk). 

Cline, 36, already has a second film in pre- 
production and is shopping the third to stu- 
dios. He hopes neither script takes the tortur- 
ous path of “Eanboys,” which died a thousand 
pre-production deaths, was finally complet- 
ed— in 2006— only to have its soul cut out 
by the Weinstein Company which insisted on 
reshoots that removed all references to cancer, 
making it just a rowdy road comedy 

“It changed it from being guys doing some- 
thing noble for their friend to a bunch of young 
criminals doing something just because they

felt like it,” Cline says. “It was a disaster.” 

But the Eorce was with him. The original 
version of the movie had been seen and loved 


by hundreds of “Star Wars” fans at a conven- 
tion. They started a worldwide Internet cam- 
paign to fight the new version. Eventually, the 
film was returned to the original director (and 
“Star Wars” fan) Kyle Newman. The version 
finally being released Eriday, while still miss- 
ing some of the cancer-related scenes, is basi- 
cally the story Cline created. 

“We don’t know how it will do,” he says, 
“but I’m excited because I feel like, in a small 
way, I got to be a part of the ‘Star Wars’ phe- 
nomenon.”
